Happily, the personal feelings and political convictions 
of the present Executive are not in conflict with the 
nanifest destiny of the Republic. From the commence- 
jtfnt of his career, Mr. Bucbanan has been the consis- 
jHjt advocate of Cuban annexation. As Secretary of 
Smte under the Presidency of Mr. Polk, he developed 
the advantages of commerce and national defence which 
would result from the acquisition of the island, in a paper 
of unsurpassed, if not unequalled, ability. At a later day 
be attested his constancy to the object of his earlier as¬ 
pirations, by participation in the responsibilities of the 
Oateod Manifesto. Since his elevation to the Presidency 
we have no reason to suspect him of the least abatement 
of real in the enterprise, albeit the reserve of official posi¬ 
tion will not permit aDy demonstration of his feelings, 
ffe believe it is the special ambition of Mr. Buchanan 
to crown his Administration with the glory of the acqui¬ 
sition of Cuba ; and we doubt not that he is pursuing 
the object with all the resources of his consummate 
diplomacy. 

At the present moment circumstances are singularly 
favorable to the success of the enterprise. The motive 
of pecuniary profit which has hitherto persuaded Spain 
to repel every overture for the cession of Cuba will be 
Tery much impaired by the abolition of the slave trade, 
upon which the Great Powers are evidently intent. At 
the same time that she thus loses her interest in the reten¬ 
tion of the Island, she has forfeited the support which 
enabled her to resist the urgent solicitations of the United 
States Government. It was the alliance of France and 
England and the assurance of their succor that sustained 
Spain in her obstinate defiance of our threats and entrea¬ 
ties. But that alliance is plainly broken up, and that 
succor will no longer avail to thwart the imperious neces¬ 
sities of American expansion. In consequence of pecu¬ 
liar dynastic relations, France might still persist in the 
guarantee of the Spanish dominions, though hardly to 
the point of war with the United States. Great Britain, 
on the contrary, has entirely renounced its obligations of 
protection of Cuba, and would now rather assist in wrest¬ 
ing the Island from the grasp of its former ally. Upon 
this point the language of the London Times is signifi¬ 
cant of a complete chaDge in the feeling and policy of the

Besides, if the United States may 
interpose to prevent the emigration of laborers from the 
ports of China, France and England may claim the sup¬ 
pression of the slave trade in the United States. 

Mr. Reid is clearly censurable for an officious inter¬ 
meddling with the affairs of the Chinese empire. If he 
has no other employment, he had better resume the prac¬ 
tice of his profession in Philadelphia. Or, if be intends 
to be a missionary, he should not attempt to propagate 
“ the instincts of humanity ” by the arts of diplomacy. 

THE SLANDERS OF ABOLITION. 

From The South. 

Many of our fellow-citizens, content with their crops, 
and ownmg negroes who manifest no disposition to leave 
them, remonstrate against the continued discussion of the 
slave question, as one in which they do not perceive their 
direct interest. Allow us to mention one or two points 
of view in which the perpetual misrepresentation of the 
Abolitionists does concern them deeply. 

The great object of tbe Anti-Slavery party is to poison 
the opinion of tbe world against slavery. For this pur¬ 
pose they encourage tbe publication of books represent¬ 
ing the master as a most atrocious being, and the slave 
the most abject. _ They then assume that slavery is at¬ 
tended with the indolence and vice of the people, and 
with the impoverishment of the lands, and use all their 
influence to determine the immigration of numbers and 
capital to any quarter of the world rather than to the 
Southern States. 

The effect of these slanders, diffused through the world 
with all the power of the press aud private correspond¬ 
ence, has been shown in many respects, and by none in a 
stronger degree than in regard to the credit of the slave- 
holding States. 

Why is it that the bonds of Virginia, with her thou¬ 
sand millions taxable property, and her untarnished char¬ 
acter for punctuality, do not bring their par value ? 

Amongst the most prominent arguments urged in favor 
of investment in tbe securities of the free States is this : 
That slavery impoverishes the soil and paralyzes the in¬ 
dustry of the people, whilst freedom adds to the aggre¬ 
gate wealth of the State all that the enterprise of its 
whole people can accumulate. 

In this way they who have capital to invest in Ameri¬ 
can securities are taught that the free States are safe and 
thriving—that the slave States are constantly on the 
decline. Is it surprising, then, that the securities of the 
first are more valuable than those of the latter ? 

As a specimen of the infamous, cold-blooded and cow¬ 
ardly imputations which the abolition press circulate 
against the slave States may be read the following :

EMANCIPATION OF THE RUSSIAN SERFS 

From The (N. Y.) Christian Inquirer. 

This triumph of humanity in Russia is a noble monu¬ 
ment of tbe historical development of practical Chris¬ 
tianity. By statistical* returns lately presented to the 
Emperor Alexander, we find the number of families which 
are landowners amount to 127,000. Out of these 2.000 
possess from 1,000 to 10,000 serfs; 2,000 from 500 to 
1,000 ; 18,000 from 100 to 500; 30,000 from 21 to 100; 
and 75,000 have less than 21. The total number of 
peasant serfs of the nobility amounts to 11,760,000, and 
those of the crown to 9,000,000. There are, therefore, 
20,750,000 persons to be released from tbe fetters of 
bondage. So we find a mighty empire leaping, with one 
bonnd, from barbarism to civilization, and bowing before 
tbe spirit of tbe Gospel by investing with tbe dignity of 
human rights those who have been heretofore treated like 
beasts of burthen. The Emperor Nicholas was a great 
man in his day and generation, but his greatness was 
that of the soldier and the despot The Emperor Alex¬ 
ander proves a far greater man. His greatness is that 
of the statesman and the moral reformer. The one aimed 
at glory by the sword, and ruled his empire by fear. Tbe 
other is bent on achieving far more divine glory. His 
exalted ambitioo is to inaugurate a new era for Russia, 
by proclaiming the supremacy of moral over material 
considerations—by making the law of love the law of tbe 
land. Nicholas held the potentates of Europe crouching 
at his feet by out-despotizing their worst forms of despot¬ 
ism. He filled them with a sense of majesty and awe. 
Alexander’s plan of action is of another kind. He is 
intent on shaming the other ruling Powers of the world 
out of their abuses of power and inhumanity. He, too, 
inspires them with a sense of awe. But it is the aw# 
which the wrong-doer feels at the sight of an honest man. 
It is the awe which unscrupulous injustice feels at the 
sight of triumphant justice. It is the awful sense of admi¬ 
ration which semes the universal mind on seeing a 
Power, generally noted for the heathenism of its iostitu- 
tntions, suddenly turning out to be inspired with tbe 
holiest aspirations of Christianity. The injunction of 
Christ, “ Be as wise as serpents, and as harmless as 
doves,” has never before received such solemn application 
on tbe broad field of history as in this instance of the 
emancipation of Russian serfdom. 

The wisdom of the measure is world-wide in its conse¬ 
quences. Behold here a new empire struggling into 
existence, and holding sway over an immense tract of 
territory. Hitherto there was but a small proportion of 
the sixty millioos of inhabitants practiced even in those 
rudiments of knowledge which form the landmark be¬ 
tween civilization and barbarism. Over a third of the 
whole pnpnletien w...o «A, c .d tooUnajr, alld IU6 TCSt Or 
the population, if not rendered callous and haughty by 
the unjust privileges which they enjoyed, were allured to 
arrogance and selfishness by the all-overshadowing, all- 
blighting influence of serfdom. One heaving coup d’etat 
has now changed all this. A moral radiance is spread all 
over the land by the spontaneous and spirited overthrow 
of the galling fettere. The law of Christ, of love, of 
humanity, is made to take precedence over the law of 
heathenism, of selfishness, and of property. The twenty 
millions of serfs, restored to their inalienable rights, will 
gradually be elevated, and, their natural powers once 
developed, will become, like the humble settlers of our 
continent, the pioneers of a new industry aDd a new 
civilization. Their former masters may grumble at firet, 
but will gradually congratulate themselves on being 
released from a burden of iniquity which, albeit profitable, 
and favoring a doles far niente life,paralyzes the noblest, 
faculties of their nature, making them unwittingly insen¬ 
sible to those blessed emotions which follow in the train 
of manly exertion, and of a conscience free from the 
reproach of oppressing and crushing fellow-beings for 
selfish and mercenary ends. 

We are not dealing here with vague sentimental gene¬ 
ralities. The event to which we reler has actually taken 
place; and, although perhaps not duly appreciated in the 
excitement of the hour, it is destined to receive justice 
at the hands of history ; and already, at the present day, 
it stands out from the breakers of our civilization as the 
great Humanitarian beacoD of the nineteenth century. 

The serpent-like wisdom of the act is also apparent in 
another direction. The meanest Bomba of Naples, arid 
the most abject satellite of Popery, may outwit the 
mightiest Czars in low cunning, and truckling lust of 
power. But in the performance of magnanimous acts of 
justice, no suth rivalry is to be feared. England and 
France may, at any day, see fit to out each other’s throats. 
Italy is in a state of fever and agony, Austria and Ger¬ 
many standing by, as usual, trembling and phlegmatic, 
presenting to the enemy a fair array of bayonets and of 
university professors. Whatever indirect moral causra 
may be implied in the struggle of Britain and the Conti¬ 
nent, they are at present unredeemed by any direct touch 
of great Humanitarian movement, and even England s 
victories in India and China are well known to be only 
ruthless straggles for wealth and power, not merciful exer¬ 
tions in behalf of moral triamphs. 

Seeing the chaotie moral condition of the European 
governments, Russia comes forth, “ as wise as serpents, 
and as gentle as doves,” to secure, with one stroke of the 
pen, the moral sceptre of the world, and thus prepare lor 
future days an ascendency in the destinies of humanity, 
before which the proud landholders, the bishops and cot¬ 
ton lords of England, and the successful stock-jobbers 
and roues of France, and the brutal soldiery of Austria, 
may still have to bow their heads in shame and confusion. 

The ominous silence which the press, including the 
English press, holds on this subject of Russian moral as¬ 
cendency in Europe is the true exponent of the mingled 
sentiments of surprise, awe, fear and misgiving, which 
the benevolent Ukase of the Czar is so apt to produce 
in the grovelling Cabinets of Europe. What are the 
Reform bills of Lord John Russell, the plans of social 
amelioration of Louis Napoleon, the evangelical exertions 
of Exeter Hall, compared to this mighty mandate of the 
East, which, by striking at the root of a monstrous 
national evil, opens a new vista of moral sublimity for 
tbe land and race, purifying and ennobling at once the 
whole character, social relations, and human intercourse ; 
calling, as it were, upon the poor laborer to rise to a 
higher degree of dignity and self-respect, and upon the 
strong task-masters, who fatten in too many instances 
upon the laborer’s toil, to rise to a higher sense of regard 
due to others, and to drop a little of the reckless egotism 
which rules their conduct. 

The superficial observer may well be stupified by a 
measure which stands in such palpable contrast to the 
selfish and humanity-mocking policy which rules Ameri¬ 
can politics and American life; and it assumes almost 
grotesque proportions, if the ghetto-instincts of the Cabi¬ 
net of France, with its cynical and sybarite Walewskis, 
and the cotton aspirations of Britain, with her crushing, 
insular selfishness, and her perennial lust of money, and 
trade, and manufacture (all, of course, from a benevolent 
feeling for the masses of the English laborers), and the 
dependency of the Austrian and Continental Cabinets 
upon the moneyed Jews of Europe, are compared to the 
generous and inspiring strike of Russia in behalf of the 
abstract rights of humanity. 

But, on closer examination, it will be found that all 
inventions, international communication, and general 
manifestations, of the nineteenth century, tend to create 
stronger links between man and man; and the great ques¬ 
tions of the future are chiefly directed toward the more 
equitable adjustment of mutual rights and services, or, 
in other words, toward a greater approach to the practi¬ 
cal application of Christ’s law of love to the daily inter¬ 
course of life, as well as to all public domains of govern¬ 
ment and institutions. Young and comparatively fresh 
countries are more sensible to such influences. And as 
goon as agents appear upon the scene of action, qualified

Besides these, there were undoubtedly a J 
multitude of others, of whom no record was made, who < 
were borne away under various pretexts into this pro- ’ 
tracted and perilous servitude, which, whatever may be J 
its formal conditions, must inevitably annihilate the free- j 
dom of all who come within its embrace. Many were 1 
undoubtedly carried, under the semblance of an empty J 
contract, to the Chincba Islands, or the 'mines of Peru, 
to do the work and share the destiny of slaves away from i 
their native soil. ; 

So far, however, as the figures go which we have c 
quoted above, they indicate that while a few more than 3 
5,000 were brought to the United States, nearly 18,000 . 
were carried to the colonies of Great Britain. A large i 
part of the entire traffic, both to Australia and to other t 
parts of the world, is carried on in English ships, and in 
the present condition of tbe English law there is no sta- t 
tute whatever to prohibit it. It is now employing mul- i 
titudes of British seamen, and contributing largely to tbe i 
enrichment of tbe ship-owners and merchants of Great s 
Britain. c 

The attention of the British House of Lords was lately t 
called to this whole subject by the Bishop of Oxford, t 
who, as the inheritor of tbe honored name of Wilberforce, \ 
was a proper person to sound the alarm, and make known r 
the humiliating facts to his countrymen. The questions 
which he put to the Ministers gave rise to a long debate, 1 
in tbe coarse of which important information was elicited, c 
and the position of the government on tbe question was 1 
clearly indicated. It was asserted by Lord Caernarvon, 1 
one of the Under Secretaries of State, that between June, c 
1847, and September, 1856, there were imported into , 
Cuba alone, for the most part in British Bbips, not less than 
11,586 coolies, and that the number who perished on tbe t 
passage was quite os large, aod probably considerably c 
larger. They are hired ostensibly as free emigrants, s 
under the forms of a written contract that binds them to 
labor for eight years, for a certain stipulated sum, which v 
averages not more than about thirty cents a day. On their t 
passage, and after their arrival in the distant colony to s 
which they are sent, they are subjected to great privation c 
aDd suffering, and it is thought that not one-half the cum- j 
ber of those who reach their destination will survive their t 
eight years’“ apprenticeship.” It thus appears that this c 
coolie traffic is only the slave trade under another name, 
and that it is attended with a cruelty no less revolting, 
aDd terminates in a degradation and ruin even more 
hopeless and irrecoverable. 

It is now understood that this traffic has been for some 
time past the subject of an active and prolonged corre- t 
spondence between tbe Governments of Great Britain, 
France and the United States, and that tho two latter 
have adopted earnest protests against it, and are ready 
to oAop» tor us suppr&Mtun. -no a 

large portion of the Christian public of Great Britain, 
and especially to such men as the Bishop of Oxford and 
his associates, it is mortifying in tbe extreme that tbe 

f overnment of that country, while protesting against the 
’reach exportation of free laborers from Africa, is still 
giving its countenance to tbe traffic in coolies from Obica, 
which, to say the very least, approaches equally near to 
the infamous and hated traffic in African slaves. Eng¬ 
land is at this moment summoning the United States to 
more vigorous and effectual measures for preventing the 
abuse of our flag by the slavers of all nations, to cover 
their nefarious traffic ; but Bhe is at the same time allow¬ 
ing her own flag to be employed in a traffic substantially 
the same, without an attempt even to prohibit it. 

There is a weakness in this moral position of England, 
which takes from the prestige and power of ber name. 
She can lift no voice of rebuke or remonstrance against 
the slave trade, while her flag is allowed to protect the 
trade io coolies. England is thus summoned, not only 
by the voice of her indignant people, but also by her owo 
position and good name before the world, to declare this 
traffic illegal, and to put an immediate end to its prose¬ 
cution. No demand for laborers, either in Jamaica or 
ia Australia, can jastify its continuance. Its victims, it 
is true, are not Africans, but Asiatics. They are not 
bought of their captors iu war, cr stolen away from the 
climate and coast to which their natures are adapted. 
But they are none tbe less victims of irresponsible power 
and selfish rapacity. Intoxicated with rum, or drugged 
with opium, they are hurried on board the transports, 
and then, in tbe intervals of their stupor, are compelled 
to sign articles of contract which they seldom understand, 
and are carried away to an unknown destination of servi¬ 
tude iu a distant laud. Tbe whole business ia one of 
force and fraud. There is not even the semblance of 
free consent or genuine contract about it It is the old 
and familiar spectacle of the civilized man, by artifice and 
deception, by terror and compulsion, annihilating the 
freedom of tbe barbarian, and forcing him to labor at bis 
will, and become tributary to his interests. 

The coolie trade is undoubtedly illegal under the laws 
of the United States, though we believe no prosecutions 
have thus far been undertaken in order to test tbe ques¬ 
tion. It is also decidedly at variance with public senti¬ 
ment in this country, and, as ia well known, the few ships 
that have been engaged in it have been nearly deserted 
by tbe American part of tbeir crews, who left them in 
disgust at tbe inhuman traffic in which they found them¬ 
selves engaged. We are glad to know that our Minister 
in China ba3 given the statistics of this trade to the 
government, and required the American Consuls in that 
country to discourage and condemn it. We hope eoon 
to see our government taking a step further, and issuing 
its absolute and authoritative prohibition of the whole 
traffic; or if the existing law be deemed insufficient, let 
Congress be urged to adopt whatever legislation may be 
requisite for its entire suppression. Let the rights of 
humanity be recognized, whether that humanity be Euro¬ 
pean or American, African or Asiatic. 

These new forms in which the traffic in slaves has been 
virtually renewed by citizens of the most enlightened 
countries,in the full light of a Christian age, and without 
any adequate prohibition from the governments, are a 
sad commentary on the rapacity and selfishness of man. 
They folly prove, what all history teaches, that the weak 
are secure from the encroachments of the strong only 
when all such encroachments, in whatever form they may 
be prosecuted, are absolutely forbidden, and adequate 
penalties ate affixed to their perpetration. It is not the 
form, but tie substance, of slavery—whether African or 
Chinese—ttat makes it the unequalled wrong it is.

Our purpose, in all that we have written on tbe ques¬ 
tion, has been to elicit tbe truth. To err is human. We 
are naturally impulsive, and our infinite horror of slavery 
may have betrayed ns into great length of expression, 
bat we have seen enough to make a devil blush, and 
hence onr hatred. If, in anything we have written (or 
shall write), we have misconstrued and misrepresented, 
we will be happy to express regret and immediately cor- 
ra®L Junius. 

P. S. As it is known to the Church that tbe author 
of these lines has recently been expelled from tbe field of 
labor to which he was appointed by Episcopal authority, 
at the late session of the Philadelphia Conference, be is 
preparing a pamphlet, giving a (oil account of his foul 
crime, his extraordinary trial, and gentle expulsioo, to¬ 
gether with some of tbe proceedings and subsequent cir¬ 
cumstances connected therewith. 


Thus it appears that the trick of stopping suspicions 
vessels bearing a foreign flag ia not a new one, nor pecu¬ 
liarly an English one ; that Mr. Cass himself, as Secretary 
of State, has reported three arrests, made by American 
ships, of vessels wearing the French flag on the coast of 
Africa, and has sent more vessels to do likewise, that is 
with tbe same instructions as those under which the 
three arrests were made. 

Now, is there not something worse than childish in all 
this pretended sensitiveness about the American flag, and 
in the infinite blaster with which the organs of the Admin¬ 
istration in and out of Congress have denied tbe right in 
any nation under any circumstances to question the 
genuineness of American bunting, while the Administra¬ 
tion itself was secretly conceding all that was claimed, 
and giving to foreign statesmen more foil and correct 
views of its policy than it vonebsafed to its own country¬ 
men, or even to its own partisans ? 

We ask again, is there not in this conduct something 
worse than childish? Does it Dot convict the government 
of a deliberate attempt to get up a feeling against Eng¬ 
land, simply to secure appropriations for an increase of 
the army and navy, and with no serious intention to alter 
or modify tbe international relations of England and 
America in any way ? 

Until some further explanation is made than has yet 
transpired, it is impossible to ascribe the tODe and temper 
of the State Department towards Great Britain, last 
spriug, to any worthier motive. 

What a state of things we have reached, when the 
whole country may be convulsed with false alarms, merely 
to compel the people to contribute more freely to the 
support of political jobbers and dependents ; when Ameri¬ 
cana are treated by the President as Jews were treated 
in the middle ages by necessitous noblemen, and compelled, 
through their fears, to contribute, towards the indulgence

We do not propose to review the articles in extenso, or 
to defend J.D. Long, presuming that he is fully compe¬ 
tent for the task of self-defence.

Tbe Doctor says: “ It is not at all surprising that the 
statements of different witnesses are contradictory. Con¬ 
trariety of impression may be caused by surveying the 
field from different points of view.” That is undoubtedly 
correct. It unfortunately happens that, in this portion 
of the border, the anti-slavery men have not a single 
champion among tbe Divinity doctors. Perhaps, as Br. 
Grub said, “ our divinity is not yet sick.” But we think 
another reason may be assigned; but few of these re¬ 
doubtable champions of conservatism have ever labored 
south of the State of Delaware, and hence have formed 
tbeir judgment from hearsay evidenee. But LoDg, 
Helper, McCarter aud the writer have seen the monster 
io her lair—have seen tbe infant of three summers torn 
from its mother’s arms and publicly sold, and so have 
personal knowledge of tbe facts they record; we will 
leave tbe public to decide whose stand-point is most 
eligible. * 

A reason may be assigned why these formidable doc¬ 
tors are not personally acquainted with the eastern shore 
of Maryland ; tbe circuits are generally large, aDd sala¬ 
ries small; the latter seldom or oever exceeding $500, 
the usual sum being $400 and $450. In tbe last article 
of G. R. Crooks, this language of Long is quoted and pul 
in italics : “ I have never known of more than one white 
minister of tbe Gospel who has performed religions ser¬ 
vice at the burial of the slave.” He adds these remarks: 
“This is an astounding statement; the condition of the 
slave is bad enough, but Mr. Long has here given it 
greater aggravation.” 

Tbe writer of this article has preached many faneral 
sermons in the South, but never saw religious service 
performed over tbe grave of the negro; but he has seen 
a poor slave, that died in Christian triumph, dragged 
nine miles, iu a common cart aud piue cofim, to be buried 
like a horse; and if Dr. Crooks will go to Snow Hill, the 
field of our ministerial labor the past year, we will show 
him the monumental marble, adorning the arched burial- 
ground attached to the Methodfat Episcopal church of 
that place, and point him to a bleak, obscure saDdbaDk, 
tbe place where the dead dust of tbe poor black is depo¬ 
sited. A minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
gravely informed the writer that he must not visit the 
blacks, or mingle with them, or be would unquestionably 
lose caste; and it was alleged as an offence that tbe writer 
condescended to eat with a colored wedding party, at a 
house where he had performed the ceremony. 

The Doctor further says: “ They (tbe border Metho¬ 
dists) assure os that they abide by tbe Discipline as it 
is.” Every member of the Board of Stewards on Snow 
Hill circuit is a slaveholder. An ex-member of a Board 
of Stewards maintained that he did not know that there 
was anything in the Discipline on the subject of slavery. 
A local preacher and steward possessed for reference a 
Discipline 37 years old. An exhorter soothed his soul 
by saying that" the condition of the Discipline could not 
be complied with; for“permitting the liberated slave 
to enjoy freedom ” meant an elevation to all civil and 
political privileges. Another local preacher assumed 
that expediency was more imperative than Discipline- 
The writer was informed that reading the General Rules 
before the Society was quite novel in that section of 
country. 

The Doctor says : “ He (Long) affirms that there is 
no difference, in this regard, between our laity and the 
laity of the Church South, a statement that will fell 
strangely on the ears of many.” It has passed into a 
proverb that truth is stranger than fiction; we believe 
that, straDge as it may seem, it is nevertheless true. Will 
the Doctor, in his next communication, define the distinc¬ 
tion between the laity of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the laity of the Methodist Episcopal Church South ? 
Will he draw the line of demarkation ? We have been 
unable to discover the difference in practice, however 
wide the difference in theory. 

A member of the Methodist Episcopal Church buys a 
man for the same purpose that he purchases a horse, or a 
yoke of oxen; he buys the horse not to abuse and destrov, 
but to protect and keep it in good working order, and in 
return the owner demands unconditional obedience, and 
all the service the animal can render.

SLAVERS AT KEY WEST. 

CASK OF BRIG HUNTRESS AND BARK LYRA. 

From The Key ot the Gnlf, Jnljr IT. 

The case of tbe brig Huntress, seized at this port, as a 
slaver, in May last, has been decided. Tbe brig aDd 
cargo were seized at this port by the Collector, on or 
about the 20th of May last, for an alleged violation of tbe 
acts of Congress against the slave trade, and also for a 
violation of the revenue laws. Oo tbe 28th of May a 
libel was filed by the District-Attorney, aod thereupon 
the brig and cargo were taken into tbe custody of tbe 
Marshal and notice given, Ac. On the retnrn of the 
attachment and monition, Charles Tift, of this place, in 
tbe capacity of consignee of the master, who had left tbe 
district, and as the substituted agent of Fernando Del 
Pino, of the City of New York, was admitted to claim 
tbe brig for Pino, whom he alleged to be the owner, aud 
Don Cayetano Garcia, a Spanish subject residing at 
Matanzas, in the Island Of Cuba, was admitted to claim 
tbe cargo, or a greater part of it, as tbe owner thereof. 
Upon the trial of the case tbe following facts were 
adduced: 

That previous to October, 1857, the brig Huntress was 
owned a year or more at this place. It appears from ber 
register that she was built at Nacot Creek, in New Jer¬ 
sey, in 1839. , 

On or about the 3d or 4th day of April, bs appears by 
the crew-list certified by tbe Collector, tbe vessel, under 
tbe command of J. L. Brown, sailed from Charleston, 
bound to Cardenas, carrying with her the register of tbe 
vessel, which had been givea to Cay, Montauer & Cay, 
on the 9th of January, 1858. 

Cay, Montauer k Co. attended to tbe loading of the 
vessel at Charleston, probably as ship’s agent or con¬ 
signee. The vessel was loaded with 1,000 sacks of corn, 
206 casks or tierces of rice, 50 barrels of corn meal, 7 
cases and one barrel. 

The brig’s crew were all foreigners. Upon an exami¬ 
nation of the vessel, it was found that she bad bent a 
pretty fair suit of sails, except the mainsail, which is old, 
aDd one extra new suit of sails; also, a number of spare 
yards, booms and spars. Among the peculiar articles 
found on board the brig were four or five band pumps, 
three of tin, used iu pumping water from casks; one ship's 
medicine chest, lacking many of tbe articles usually found 
in such chests, and did not appear to have been recently 
filled ; one other ship’s medicine chest, about sixteen 
inches sqnare and twelve deep, recently repacked, maDy 

of Llio artirioo not marked, and deficient in maDjr articles 

usually found in Bach chests. Neither of tbe chests coh- 
tained books of direction. The quantities and manner in 
which the above medicines were put up show that they 
were evidently intended for nse, and not for sale. Jodge 
Marvin, presiding in this District, delivered a very able 
and elaborate opinion of condemnation and forfeiture of 
the vessel aDd cargo. 

THE SEIZURE OF THE LYRA. 

The Key of the same date has the following : 

The bark Lyra of New York, W. C. Dickey, master, 
from Havana, bound to the Coast of Africa, via Key 
West, was seized by the Collector of Customs at this 
place, ou tbe 14tb iust., upon suspicion of being fitted oat 
for the slave trade, and ou the same day she was attached 
by the United States Marshal. She came over from 
Havana to this place to chaDge ber register, she having 
changed owners in Havana. Her present bill of sale is 
in the name of Capt. James Gage, of South Carolioa, 
who gave Capt. Dickey power of attorney to obtain a 
temporary register here. Her old register aod all her 
papers were sent to tbe Collector or Customs at this port 
iD a sealed package by the American Consul at Havana. 

The Collector’s suspicions being aroused, be sent Lieut. 
Randolph, commanding the revenue-cutter John Apple- 
ton, to make an examination, who found a number of 
articles not manifested, among which were a large iron 
boiler aod furnace, a large bag ol wooden spoons, a case 
of assorted tin ware, six Minie rifles aod six swords. The 
uext day Lieut. Randolph went on board, in company 
with the Marshal, to continue examination, and found tbe 
whole ground tier to consist of eighty-six pipes of water 
instead of rum, as mentioned in tbe manifest, thirty-six 
bars of round iroD one and a half inch in diameter, two 
large boxes of medicines, a quantity of beef and pork, 
three or four thousand feet of board aDd scaDtling, and a 
variety of other articles used in the slave trade. 

Tbe Collector and Revenue Officer gave the informa¬ 
tion to the District-Attorney, aDd be bos instituted sait, in 
behalf of the United States, for forfeiture and condemna¬ 
tion of the vessel and cargo. 

The bark had also on board $7,000 in Spanish doub¬ 
loons, which it is presumed have been stolen or secreted 
by the master, for whose arrest a warrant is now in the 
band of the Marshal, but as yet be has uot been arrested, 
because Dot found. 

Iu consequence of the absence of the United States 
District Judge, who left in the last steamer ou a visit to 
tbe North, and was cognizant of the suspicious attached 
to this vessel, the case will not be tried until the first 
Monday in November next. 

This is the second case of seizure, upon alleged com¬ 
plicity iu tbe slave trade, that has occurred at this port 
within the last three months—the first of which has been 
condemned, and the vessel and cargo will be sold ou Mon¬ 
day next, and the last one seems to be a clear case, and 
will, no doubt, share a like fate. 

FREEDOM OR SLAVERY IN ALGERIA. 


Paris, J one 25,1858. 

The future of Algeria lies in the hands of Prrnee 
NapoleoD. His influence must determine the question 
whether Algeria is to be a semi-slave State, a country of 
Asiatic and African serfdom, or a free colony with Euro¬ 
pean customs and conditions. It must, however, strike 
every one that a vast difference exists between the old 
colonies in the Antilles and the country in question, 
situated, as it were, just beyond the gates of Marseilles. 
Slave labor was the principle of the agricultural, indus¬ 
trial and social organization of the Antilles. When tbe 
hastily-emancipated slaves deserted the plantations, the 
planters were compelled to replace them with Indian and 
negro laborers, bound by contract for a number of years; 
and thus they introduced a species of voluntary serfdom 
authorized by the government. In Algeria, on the con¬ 
trary, slavery has never existed since its occupation by 
the French. The immoralities and abuses consequent 
upon a military government alone prevent the labor 
market from beiDg well supplied by Arabs and Kabyles. 
Laborers come from Tunis and Morocco, and from the 
entire Mediterranean coast, and Germany, France and 
Switzerland have furnished numerous emigrants; these 
latter, however, demand property, rights, liberty, seenrity, 
a civil government, and even free speech and a tree press.

CREED OF FIRKIN, THE M1LL10NNAIRE. 


As the instructress of an elder generation, Mrs. Mar¬ 
cel may have long dropped out of the view of the busiest 
part of society as it now exists ; but it is not fitting that 
she should go to her grave without some grateful notice. 
The intimation of her death, in her 90th year, reminds 
ns of more than her own good services to society—it 
reminds ns of the progress that society has made since 
she began to work for it; and at a dark season like the 
present, when men are everywhere feeling after an organic 
state of political and social life, it is cheering and animat¬ 
ing to note the advance made in other departments—in 
science on the one hand, and education on the other— 
towards something better than the loose, uncritical state 
they were in when onr aged friend (for she was the friend 
of the entire elder generation) began her labors for the 
promotion of intelligence in the middle classes of Eng¬ 
land. 

It seems wonderful that our instructress, who seemed 
always so up to the time and so like ourselves, should 
actually have been born in the year when Ganganelli was 
made Pope, and when Hyder Alee was ravaging the Car¬ 
natic, and Paoli flying from Corsica, and Wilkes’s Mid¬ 
dlesex election was convulsing parliament and the people 
at home; but so it was. She was born in 1769 ; and 
she was thus a witness to the whole, course of existence 
of the American republic. She might very well remem¬ 
ber the Declaration of Independence and the birth of 
political economy, in the form of Adam Smith’s work, at 
the same date, she being seven years old at the time ; and 
greatly astonished might Bhe and her friends have been if 
they could have foreknown that before her death ber 
works would be text-books in many hundreds of schools, 
and her pupils be tens of thousands of yonng republicans, 
learning from her the principles of political economy in a 
state peopled by nearly thirty millions of inhabitants. 
Her alert and eager mind was always picking up know¬ 
ledge, and entertaining itself with the interests of scien¬ 
tific society, long years before she thought of imparting 
her amusements to the public. Ancient as her earliest 
works now appear to the oldest of ns, they were not pro¬ 
duced early in life. She was, we believe, between forty 
and fifty when she began to write for the public. Dr. 
Marcet’s high repute as a physician and a chemist placed 
her in the midst of scientific and literary society; while 
a constitutional restlessness which always troubled her 
existence, and became at last an insuperable malady, in¬ 
dicated the employment from which she derived the 
greatest solace and relief the ease admitted of. It was 
under her husband’s counsel and guidance that she applied 
herself to authorship ; and he witnessed her first successes 
before his death in 1822. 

On the death of her father—Mr. Haldimand, an opu¬ 
lent merchant, Swiss by birth, but settled in London, who 
left a considerable fortune to his only daughter—Dr. 
Marcet relinquished his appointment at Guy’s Hospital, 
and the medical profession altogether, and devoted him¬ 
self exclusively to experimental chemistry. His wife’s 
“ Conversations on Chemistry ’’ presently opened an en¬ 
tirely fresh region of ideas to the minds of the rising 
generation of that day, to whom the very nature of che¬ 
mical science was a revelation. We may smile now at 
the sort of science offered by that book—the dogmas, the 
hypotheses, the glib way of accounting for every thing by 
terms which are a mere name for ignorance ; but it was 
a valuable book in its day, and there was nobody else to 
give it to us. Mrs. Marcet never made any false preten¬ 
sions. She never overrated her own books, nor, con¬ 
sciously, her own knowledge. She sought information 
from learned persons, believed she understood what she 
was told, and generally did so; wrote down in a clear, 
cheerful, serviceable style what she had to tell; submitted 
it to criticism, accepted criticism gayly, and always pro¬ 
tested against being ranked with authors of original 
quality, whether discoverers In science or thinkers in 
literature. She simply desired to be useful; and she was 
eminently so. 

Her other works of the same class were almost as 
widely diffused as the Chemistry. In 1817, her “ Con¬ 
versations on Political Economy ” appeared, and a second 
edition was called for before the writer had time to col¬ 
lect criticisms for its improvement. She purposely 
omitted some leading questions altogether, as deeper rea¬ 
soned than herself were irresolute or at variance upon 
them ; but she administered to yonng minds large supplies 
of the wisdom of Adam Smith, in a form almost as en- 
, lertaining as the “ Wealth of Nations ” is to grown 
readers. Her intimate acquaintance with Say, Malthus, 
and other chiefs of that department of knowledge, helped 
to enrich her work with some modern developments, which 
prevented its becoming so soon antiquated as her volumes 
on natural science ; and it is perhaps the book by which 
she is best known to the present generation, though her 
“ Conversations on Natural Philosophy ” and on “ Vege¬ 
table Physiology ” came after it. 

The grandmammas of onr time, however, declare with 
warmth, as do many mothers and governesses, that Mrs. 
Marcet’s very best books are her “ Stories for very little 
Children”; and, certainly, judging by observation of 
many little children, those small volumes do appear to be 
unique in their suitableness to the minds they were 
addressed to. Mrs. Barbanld’s “ Early Lessons ” were 
good ; Miss Edgeworth’s were better ; but Mrs. Marcet’s 
are transcendent, as far as they go. The capital common 
sense which little children are obstinate in requiring 
in the midst of the widest circuits of imagination ; the 
simplicity, the apt language, the absence of all condescen¬ 
sion, and the avoidance of lecturing, on the one hand, and 
of enhancement of the child’s importance on the other, 
are high virtues, and bring the little reader at once face- 
to-face with his subject. Mrs. Marcet was never herself 
offended at any prominence given to her humblest books; 
and we doubt not the willingness of those who have 
charge of her memory to accept acknowledgments gradu¬ 
ated in the same manner. Her pleasure in this kind of 
intercourse with childlike mind3 somewhat impaired the 
quality of her later works—“Mary’s Grammar” and 
“ Land and Water,” which are not only in what the Quar¬ 
terly Review calls “ the garrulous form,” but too mueh of 
the garrulous order. Her humbler applications of politi¬ 
cal economy in “ John Hopkins’s Notions,” and in other 
small pieces, were less successful than her earlier efforts. 
The fact was, Mrs. Marcet hardly considered herself an 
author at all. Full of vivacity, easily and strongly im¬ 
pressed, simple under the strongest conventional influences, 
and essentially humble under an appearance of self-confi¬ 
dence, she was precisely fitted to work under incitement 
from her friends, and to be at their command as to the 
way of doing it. Flattery set her to work, but did her 
no real harm, for she was too genuine to be seriously 
befooled. Criticism set her to work to mend mistakes, 
and render her books as useful as she could make them.

At each end of this room was 
a fanlar, or scaffold, on which the sick were thrown, with¬ 
out beds or pallets.

The galleys were long, shallow, flat, decked vessels, 
with two musts, seldom able to use their broad fan-sails 
except in gentle, blue summer weather : trusting rather 
to their broad wings of oars, except when out of sight of 
land and fearful of being surprised by Budden gusts that 
lash the Mediterranean to madness. They were fair- 
weather birds, were those galleys, and, in a storm, were 
like so many butterflies caught in a gusty April shower. 
There were five slaves to every oar, and in all three hun¬ 
dred slaves. The top-sawyers, or upper end rowers, were 
generally shaven Turks, who were willingly granted the 
honor, since the place was the most laborious in the ves¬ 
sel.
